T hath been the Divine Will of the Crtator, from the 
Foundation of the World, That all things below the 
Moon ſhould be ſubje& to Change, and that their 
Mutation ſhould be govern'd by a Cauſe above them, 
which are the Celeſtial Bodies, they being ſet in adue 

Order from their Creation, and do keep theit Courſes in the 
everal Stations, without the leaſt alteration, and by their ſe- 

eral Motions, ſome moving ſwifter then others, by which 

means they come ſometimes to be in Conjun@ion one with the 


other. 


Saturn, the Higheſt of the 7 wandring Stars, and conſe 
quently the ſloweſt, is very near 30 Tears a going through 
the 12 Signs: Next unto Saturn is Jupiter, and he is near 
12 Tears going through the 12 Signs ;, and Mars is next to 
Jupiter, and is near 2 Tears a compleating his Revolution 
about the 12 Signs 3 the Sun being in the middle of the Uni- 
verſe, is a Tear a going through the 12 Signs, or the Earth 
in his ſlead. Venus compleateth her Revolution in leſs than 
a Tear z and Mercury is near a Tear paſſing through the 12 
Signs 3 the Moon finiſheth her Courſe in about 28 days. 


' Among theſe 7 Wandring Stars, Saturn and Jupiter are 
the pr inciple Subje@ of this anſuing Diſcourſe ; they being the

CHAP. 
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CHAP. IL 


Of the Aphelions of Planets , . and what 
Tudement may be drawn from thence. 


H E Aphelions of the Planets is no more thana fixt point 

in the Ellipſis of the Planets Motion, which when any 

Planet is in Conjun&ion with that Point, then are they 

in their turtheſt diſtance from the Sn, and are then the 
ſloweſt in their Motion z; now the Motions of the Aphclions of the 
Planets, is not above 48 Seconds in a-Year, and that is cauſed by 
the preceſſion of the EquinoGial, by which meansit moves through 
the 12 Signs but once in 27000 Years 3 this Motion of all Moti- 
on is the ſloweſt 3 and therefore the Change of the Aphelion of any 
of the Primary Planets is thought by thole that have been Leamed 
in Aſtrology, to cauſe great Mutation 'in\the World ; but. by reaſon 
that Aſtronomy hath been in former Ages very lame (as may be ſeen by 
any that do make but an enquiry into it_) hath cauſed the famous 
Maſters of this Science in former Ages to erre, for moſt, if not all 
Tables of Aftronomy diſagree in this very point, about the Motion of 
the Aphelion, but the beſt Tables as yet extant, are the Carolina Tables 
of Thomas Street, from which Tables I have framed a Table of the 
Motion of the Aphelicos of the Primary Planets, out of one Sign 
into another, for ſome Years to come. 
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A | Ta ble to know when, and in what Year the Six Primary Planets 
Apbelions, Changed their Signs. 
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All thoſe that are furniſhed with Hiſtory may compare former times 
with the Mutations of the Aphelions of che Planets, and find a great 
fatisfaQtion therein 3 for 389 Years before the Floud, Sarzrn changed 
his Aphelion out of Libre into Scorpio a Watry Sign, and 516 
Years before the Floud Mars changed his Aphelion out of Gemini in- 
to Cancer a Watry Sign : Now no Planet except Saturn and Mars 
did change their Aphelion near thoſe times 3 and when Mars changed 
his Aphelion out of Cancer into Leo x23 Years afterwards begaht 
the Grecian Monarchy, and the Conqueſt of the known part of the 
World by Alexander the Great 3 and but 4 Years before the Conqueſt 
of the World, Saturn changed his Aphelion out of Scorpio into $4- 
gitary ; but by reaſon the Aphelions of the Primary Planets are of fo 
flow a{Motion, (viz.) are no leſs than 2250 Years -a going out of 
one Sign into another, and to determine any Judgment from their 
Motion, is very vuncertain, becauſe Aſtronomers differ ſo much about 
their places : For Spinews will have the Aphelion of Mars to have 
paſſed out of Leo into Virgo in the Year 1630 3 and by the Radol- 
phen Tables not till the Year 1650; and by the Caroline Table 
{which I hold tobe moſt exaR) not till 1691, a conſiderable difference

of time between theſe Tables : however ſuch manner of Accidents 
will certainly happen, as Spinexs. makes mention of in his Cataſtrophe 
mundi ( viz.) That there (hould be great War and Bloudſhed all over 
the whole World 3 even to the deſtruction of Monarchy in ſeveral 
Kingdoms, and reduce all to an Ariſtocratical [ or Democratical | Me- 
diocrity.both in the Governmers of the Commonwealth and Church, 
but .&x that can be effeted Omnia nutr wurins Regentur : So ſaid 


Cardanus long, fince. 


CHAP. II, 
Of the Conjun@ions of Saturn and Jupiter. 


HE Learned in Afrology do ſay, that there are three 
kinds of ConjunCtion, which they term Magna or great, 
and medium Or mean Or middle, minimem or leaſt of all, 
this was the Opinion of Cardan, Noibod, Origanus, Hag- 

hen, and ſince their Death Campanella, they likewiſe ſay, that when 
Saturn and Jupiter make their firſt ConjunQtion in Aries, that ſhould 
be counted the greateſt of all; . but there has been none ſuch never 
fince the beginning of time, as was very well noted by Mr. Edling, in 
his Conjunction of Saturn and Jupiter 1663, and asany one may 
ſee that will be pleaſed but to calculate their entrance into the fiery 
Trigons 3 but note, that which I mean by a great Conjurction, is 
when Saturn and Jupiter make their firſt Conjundtion in the Fiery 
Trigon, which Trigon is Aries, Leo, | Sagitary, and their: firlt Con- 
junQion at the entrance of Satwrn and: Jupiter in this Trigon, hath 
al ways been in Sagitary : The reaſon the Antients hath fondly ima- 
gined, that Satwrn and Jupiter made ſometimes their Conjunction in 
Aries or Leo, I conceive to be for want of good Tables to Calculate 
their Motions. 

Now all Modern Authors call that the great Conjundtion of Sa- 
tern and Fapiter which fall in the Fiery Trigon, (viz.) Aries, Leo, 
Sagitarius, and thoſe the mean which. tall in-any of the other Tri- 
plicities after their firſt entrance into it z Now the firft Conjun&tion 
of Saturn and Fupiter fell in Sagitarins, and that was 3958 Years 
before Chrilt, and they continued their Conjunion out of Sagi- 


faritus

tarins into Leo and thence into Aries, until they had made 10 Cor- 
janRions in the Fiery Trigon, and then they made their tirfſt Con- 
jun&ion in Virgo of the Earthy Trigon, and that was 3759 Years be- 
fore the coming of Chritt, and ſo continued their feveral Conjun- 
ions. out of Virgo into Tarrus, and thence into Capricorn, until they 
had made 10 more ConjunQions,and then they made their firſt Con- 
jun&ion in the Airy Triplicity in Gemint, and that was 3560 Years 
bctore the coming of Chriſt, and having made 1o ConjunGtions in 
that Triplicity, they mad their firſt Conjunction in Piſces,of the Wa- 
try Triplicity,and that was 3361 Years b:fore the coming of Chriſt,and 
after having made Ten Mcetings in that Triplicity, did make their 
ſecond meeting in the tiery Trigon in $ agitarixs.3164 before the coming 
of Chrili : So have they continued their Corjunctions out of the fiery 
Triplicity into the Earthy, and from thence into the Airy, and fo 
into the Watry, and from thence into the Fiery again, making no 
morenor leſs than 10 Conjundcions in each Triplicity, and *the firſt 
in the Fiery hath always been in Sagitarizs, and the firſt hath been 
in Virgo, of the Earthy, and in Gemzai in the Airy, and Piſces in the 
Watry.' Indeed Mr. Lilly tells us in his Prophetical Merline p. 3. that 
the tirſt Conjundion of Satzrn and Jupiter in the Watry Triplicity, 
was in Cancer, but by Calculation any one may tind that their firſt Con- 
junction was in Piſces, and likewiſe he doth tell you, that if you may 
believe Fobn Ganivetus, otherwiſe called Amicus Medicorum, that upon 
their ſeventh Return into the Watry Triplicity, that they made their 
firſt Conjunion in Scorpio, but by Calculation their tirft meeting 
was in Piſces. 20 Years before Mr. Lilly in his Anglicus 1677, publi- 
ſhed a Table of all the Conjunctions of Saturn and Fupiter from 
the Creation of the World 3 but by Calculation I tind that to be groſly 
falſe, and fo likewiſe is that Table publiſhed 15to, and that it may 
be ſect - how'far they be wide from the Truth, 1 have Publiſhed here 
a Table ot all the ConjunRions for 3958 Years before the coming 


of Chrilt. 
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The Remainder Part of the Table of the Conjundions of Saturn and Ju- 
piter, in each of the Triplicities for 3958S Tears before the coming of 
Chriſt and the Table continued from Chrift to 1702. 
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Any one that pleaſe to compare-this Table with that which was 
Publiſhed in the Year 1677 by Mr. Lily, and likewi@ that which 
was made Publique 1680, will find &;yery great diffexerice, and for 
me to make Publick the ſeveral Series Calculations of the two 

'Superiours Satwrn and Jupiter, whichs I Bye been forced to Calcu- 
late, and from thence to-prove that I am ſmthe Right, would be too 
tedious for me to recite, and would cauſe this Volume to exceed its 
bounds 3 beſides, I think that Man not fit to find fault 
with what I have here inſerted, if he be not able to calculate their pla- 
ces himſelf, and ſhew me my Errours ; I can afſure him it is a great 
labour, and.will take-up a-great many Sheets of Paper. fax to do it 3 
Ilikewift4et him know, that the Years of their ſeveral ConjunQions 
was calculated from the Caroline Tables of Ms. Thomas Street, Pub- 

_ liſhed 1663, which Tables I take to be the beſt yet extant; bur be-. 
caufe the young Artiſt ſhould know in what degrees, and in what 
Moneth the two Planets Satwrn and Jupiter meet the firſt times in 
the Flery Trigon, the firſt was 3958 Years before the. coming of

__ and latitude, as the Planets and other wandring Comets uſu- 
.ally have. | 
In Form it was exactly round, caſting no Hair or Tail conftant- 
:ly to one place, but more like to the Ocder and Apparent Cuſtom of 
- the other Fixed Stars 3 it appeared with a moſt clear twinkling and 
« ſhooting of Beams on every ſide, and that with ſuch þ and 
ſudden brandiſhing, as hath not been uſually ſeen or obſerved to be 
in the Heavens among the Stars, the Colour was very variablc,like to 
' a many __ Diamond, by which turning the Sun Beams upon 
the eyes of the Beholders will refle& with a variable brightneſs ; ſo 
from a bright yellow, anon it became croceal, and in a moment like 
a Purple and reddiſh, and many times it did appear white,and with. a 
. moſt pure twinkling light, 

Its continuance was above a Year, even till the Moneth of Febre. 
ay 160}, and conſtantly in the part of the Heavens as to its 
longitude in the Ecliptick, and it had its firſt Appearance near the

great by undire& means, but in the height of all his greatneſs vaniſh- 
eth by ſudden death, or is much moleſted by his: Vaſſals, leaving his 
Poſterity in'a very unſettled - condition; for although this Trigon 
breeds valiant Men, yet they are extreamly unfortunate, and thoſe 
evils that have a beginning under the Conjunction of Saturn and 
Fupiter in Leo are fixed for along time 3 for every Prince doth vainly 
conceit himfelf to be the only Alexander, but their Pride and Vain- 
glory ſhall bring themſclves and Poſterity to a State much worſe than 
theiz beginning. 

This laſt ConjunGion we had in Leo, was that which happened in 
the Year 1623,and that was followed with the Death of King James 
1625, and a great Plague, and we have caule to fear the approach of 
another great Plague in the Year 1683, from which good Lord deliver 
#5 for it wedo but conſider the poſition of Heaven the Full Moon 
preceeding this Conjundtion, you will find that Mars Lord of the 10th. 
in the 8:þ, Houſe, in Qxertite to Mercury in the great Conjundion, and 

the 
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the Sun Lord of the 8th. is in Qwartile to the Sign Aſcending, and the 
Conjunttion 1t felt isnot far from the 8th. Houſe : theſe things make 
me to judge that we have a Plague very near us, and a very great 
one, and that before 1683 be over ; but I dare nut be too poſitive in 
ſuch determinations, but when I conſider the Conjuntion it ſelf, I find 
it-to fall in the ſixth of thoſe places that have Aviet for their Aſcen- 
dant, aud in the 4th. of thoſe that have Gemini, therefore let thoſe 
bewarezfor they are threatned with no leſs than a Mortality, and that 
a great one, which God in his Mercy divert, 

For a preparative to this great Conjundion, we have the Sun Ec- 

 clipſed upon the 24th. day of Fuly, at which time Mars Lord of the 

7th, was in the 10th. in Bwartile to the Sign Aſcending , the Eclips = 
falls not far in longated form, the place of this Conjundion (viz.) in 
or about 11 degrees of Leo, Funfinxs tells us, that when the Sun is 
eclipſed in the Fiery Triplicity, denotes the Baniſhment of ſome 
Great Perſon, with diſcord and hatred between the People and ſome 
great Ruler or Governour 3 many repinings, grudgings and difſenti- 
ons, Motions-ot . Armies, much War and ſlaughter of Mankind,burn- 
ing of Houſes, depopulations of many Countries and Citys, very Pe- 
ſtilent Diſeaſes, the Eclips it ſelf fcll in the 10th. therefore it will 
chiefly concern thoſe.that are Rulers and Covernours of Towns and 
Citys. 

The next thirg that helps to uſher in this ConjunCtion is the Con- 
union of Tory Mars with Jupiter,as if he did intend to poyſen Juſtice 

© with a haſty.cholerick humour, and cauſe thoſe whoſe places is to a&t 

prudent!y,to a&t like Mad: men, as it they did endeavour to {et all in an 
uproar 3 Mars naturally, as he is poſited in Leo, doth repreſent Men 
of a daring, Spirit, hcCtoring and bouncing, governed too much by 
their own will, and delighting much in quarrelling, and can hear of 
nothing that will pleaſe them ſo much as Wars and Battels, and his 
being in ConjunQtion with Jupiter makes him have a great ſhew of 
Religion with all his actions. Let thoſe places under Leo look to 
it, for they are principally concerned 3 yet thoſe places under Aqua- 
rius and Scorpio, and Tawrur, will have a great ſhare in theſe kind of 
aions3 I pray God bleſs the Kingdom of Ireland from unruly adti- - 
ons, for they arc under Taurus, and this ConjunCction, and all the 
ConjunRions in Leo are in Dwartile to that Sign. 

Upon the 11th day of September 1682, there was a Conjundtion 
of Saturn and Mars,in or about the 16 degrees of Leo: this ConjunRi-

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on of Saturn and Mars falls near the place of the Jaſt of the - three 
ConjunCtions of Saturn and Japitcr Miy the 0th. 1683, from whence 
may be expeed great Alterations as to Mundane Aﬀairs ; Mars \[ 
tind in the ConjunCtion to be elevated above Saturn , having mcre 
North latitude than Saturn, and Saturn bcivg very weak, therefore 
hath Mars more power than Saturn  theretore what is chiefly figni- 
fed by the Conjuoction of Saturn and Mars will be wholly Marti- 
al; Nowaf the Ottoman Family had their Riſe under the Conjundti- 
on of Stwrn ard Jupiter in Scorpio, as is verily believ'd it did, then 
that People ſhall aMi& a great part of Chriſtendom, for he has lately, 
or will very ſhortly, change his Aphelion into Virgo, which doth 
ſhew, that thoſe People (hall move out of their own Country, in way 
of Conquelt, and (hall continue fo doing for ſome years to gome, 
even till they have made themſclves Maſters of great part.ct Chriſten- 
dome, 

It we conſider the quality of Satwrn in this Conjundtion of Saturn 
and Mars, we (hill find Saturn to be very weak, tor. Leo is Ssturn de- 
triment, and is jult like'y man that is an Enemy to his own Houſe 
and Family, and one that (houll1 ſeck to deſtroy his Polterity, $42- 
turn generally is the cauſe of Matters Political and Civil, all ſubtle 
and Politick Councils, deceittul, - private and cunning Stratagems, 
covetouſnels, ſelt-ends, deſtruftion to forme Ancient Fa:nily and 
Building, as to Laws, Liberties, Cuſtoms and Priviledges, depopu- 
lations. And this he doth fignitie in Political Matters, 

In Eccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs he portends great Superſtition, Idolztry, 
Hypocrifie, Monkery, Jeſuitiſm, and all the ſeveral Orders of the 
Church of Rome, aud he doth fignifie all manner of Dcb3uchery and 
Baſeneſs under Religious” Pretences 3 all manner of Sects, Schiſms, 
-Hercfies, Jewiſh Superſtitions and Ceremonies. 

Unto Mankind in general he threatens great and difficult labour, 
poverty and want to many 3 he afflits the Body with tedious Infir- 
mities and Diſeaſes, as the Conſumption in the Reins and inward 
parts 3 ill and noyſome Vapours, from whence proceed a Plague, 
Hedtick Fevers, deſtruction of Rheum, Quartan Agues, and ſuch like 
Diſeaſes, as are not eaſily remedied by the moſt Skilful Phy fician 3 he 
afflicts the Mind with ſfoxrow, aud tear of lamentable trouble, as alſo 
Baniſhment and long impriſonments. 

And as tonatural things, he portends great want and ſcarcity, de- 
ſtruQtion of Cattel,Corn and Fruits, Famine and Mortality z un- 
wholeſome 
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wholeſome Airs, cold,cloudy,miſty foggy Weather, and long and tedi- 
ous Froſts, 

As to the Sea, he ſignifies Shipwrack, and great damage by ruine 
ang decay of Sea banks, trom whence comes great Inundation of Wa-- 
ters, great ſcarcity of Fiſh and Fowl that belong to the Waters, 

Of Perſons, he lignities tho of ſuperiour Rank and Quality, be- 
cauſe he is the higheſt cf all the Planets, ard moves the flowelt, and 
he doth ſeldom apply toany Planet, therefore he fignifes great Prin- 
ces, and fiab!e Monarchs 3 but in the general he hignities the laborious 
Country meu, Husbandmen, Farmers, Yeomen, &#c. 
* And in; this Conjundion he lignities a deceitful, ſordid, pernicious + 
ſort of People who will inhabit in- the Court of Princes and Kings, 
who will undermine and\ſubvert the more wholeſome purpoſes in- 
tended 3 but I ſay all theſe fort of People (hull ſuffer great loſs of * 
their Eltates, and ſhall obtain in the room thereof uncxpected Shugh- 
ters, Impriſonments, Baniſhments and the like. . | 

The laſt time we had Mars in Conjunction of Saturn in Leo was * 
the 10th. of Auguſt 1650, the December following we had a Comet 
appeared, and I have gocd reaſon to predict the appearance of more 
Comets before 1683 be over, let any one but logk into the Anngls - 
for 1653 and 1654,and they will find what followed that Conjundti- 
on 1652, but ſeeing that the effsQts of this Conjundtion of Satwrn - 
and Mars, can't laſt but for two years, and Mars b:ing {wift'in mo» - 
tion at the time of the ConjunRion, even fo (hall all that is porten- 
ded by this Conjunftion be as ſwift in motion (viz.,) Armies ſhall 
run like Lightning over a great many Countrys of Exrope, and (hall | 
bring more under ſubjeCtion in 2 years, than any Armies have done 
for this ten years laſt palt, and fora\much as Chriſtianity - was firſt 
preacht by Chrilt our Saviour under the ConjunQion of Saturn and 
Fapiter in Leo, and now Mars being in ConjunGiion in this Sign 
with Saturn, and having of the greater power, will afflit Chriſtiani- 
ty with the Sword more than ordinary. At the time of this famous 
Conjundion we find Mars newly entered into Virgo, in Yuartile to 
the great Conjun&ion 1603, and moveth but ſlowly from whence - 
the cvils ſignified by Mars to be of long continuance, (wz.) War and 
Bloud{hed Virgo is held to be fign of the ConjunQion before the com- + 
ing in of the Normans, and Mars hath not been in Virgo in” neither 
of the ConjunRions fince.

let but any one conlider the poſition of Mars the firſt time the two 

Superiours meet, and they will find cauſe enough to dread the evils

Now Mars being placed in the 9th. from the Conjunfion 1603,and 
meeting with the ©«artile of Merexry Lord thereof firſt ; all thoſe pla- 
ces that are under the gubernation of Mercury, will fecl the ſmart of 
the influence of Mars 3 now becauſe Mercury is poſited in Sagitarins 
in the great Conjundion, aud Mars calting his Square there, out ,of 
the 9th. of that Conjundion, thoſe places (hall feel the heavy effe& of 
Mars (viz.) Wars : now the places under $ agitarius, are Spain, Dal- 
matia, Sclavonia, Hungary, Moravia, with abundance of more Coun- 
trys and Cities that arc under the poſition of Sagitarins for their A- 
ſcendant ; theſe places muſt expe&t to have great Calamity z ſome of 
them ſhall ſuffer by Invaſion ; others by Plague 3 others by Famine, 
and a great deſtruction of Mankind in general : Merexry generally 
fignifies all manner of Arts and Sciences, as alſo Merchants 3 theſe 
ſorts of Men muſt expe& to be great ſufferers by the power of Mars, 
viz.) great Storms, from whence comes great Shipwracks. Mercury 
and Gemini govern Flanders, part of England and Lumbardy,Brabant, 
the Dukedom of Wertenburgh, London, Corduba in Spain, Bruges in 
Flanders, Mentz, and a many more places, that are not yet attributed 
to Gemini 3 in theſe places may expe& to have Commotions z for 
Mars is the iirrer np of Wars, damnable Seditions, Tumults, Inſur- 
reions, the frowns and indignation of Princes towards their Sub- 
jects cauſed by Mars, he being Lord of the 11th. and 12th. of the 
great Conjuntjion 1603, and is placed near the Cuſp of the 10th. of

ConjunEion, by which means they have a great 
Diurnal Atch, and by that means continue above 15 hours above the 
Horizon, between Riling and Setting 3 therefore will theſe Northern 
parts be ſubic@ the'more to their effects; for by how- much a Star 
doth make the longer ſtay above the Horizon, by ſv much-more is he 
fitted by thoſe his dire& beams, ' to make a ironger impreſſion of his 
vertue over or upon thoſe parts, and: ſeeing that not only the places 
particularly ſubje& to the Dominion of the Sign wherein the Conjun- 
Aion happens, but alſo the Triplicity and Quadrangle thereto bclong- 
ing according to Prolomy. Now the 'Triplicity Aries, Leo, Sagitarins, 
are ſaid by moſt Authors to operate moſt upon the Chriſtians, and ac- 
cording to the opinion of Cardane the Roman Empire, which if true, 
then by the declination of the Planets, the Northern and North-Eaft 
partsof | Exrope, will be the moſt principal places deligned for the ope-

they be a Trades-man he cracks his Credit, and is in danger of a Pri- 
ſon, he will likewiſe be in danger of being brought to publick Juſtice 
for ſome treaſonable praftice that he hath committed, and if there be 
a Prince in Exrope that was born under ſuch a poſition of -Heaven, he 
ſhall go nigh to be in danger of his Life, by the wrath and Indigna- 
tion of the common ſort of Pople 3; in ſhort they will bend all their 
forces againſt him, and will reduce him to an Eftate far below his 
Birth 3 the Oppoſition falls in Gemini, therefore let ſuch Pexſans be- 
ware of committing, of Crimes in thoſe places under Gemini, for if 
they do they muſt expe to come to publick Juſtice let therh think 
themſelves never {o ſecure, 

The King of France is thought to have about 22 degrees of Scorpio, 


Aſcending in his _——_ if fo then is this Conjuntion in = wartile tO 
his ' Aſcendant, this will cau mighty Monarch to Kd, 
intifs Body with Sickneſs if not Death. 

Norway is undef Scorpio, the houte-of Mare, Where Mercery is un- 
happily poſited, and the Conjundion it (elf caſting a Square thereto, 
this ſhew the great misfortunestheſe People are like to endure by War, 
Uproars, Tumults, Ship-wrack, if not a great want of Grane. 

Tawrus,the Oppoſite Sign,is the 4ſcendant of Ireland,Poland, and the 
North part of Sweedland, the ConjundGion caſteth it's Square to it alſo, 
from whence thoſe places may expe& to have a great Mortality,becauſe 
Taurus is upon the Cuſp of the 4th. and Saturn and Fwpiter both caſting, 
their Square from the Cuſp of che Sth. and if we place Taurus upon the 
Aſcendant, then will the Conjundion fa'l in their 5th, and that doth be- 
token Abortive Births, and ſome more than ordinary Monſtrous Pro» 
ductions, and that there ſhould be many Treaties, Embaſſies and Meſſa- 
ges for Peace, all which are {ignified by the 5th. Houle. 

Haly in general, and Rome in particular, axe under Leo, the Sign 
in which this triple Conjun&tion falls, therefore will they be ſeolible 
ina high nature of the influence of this ConjunGiion 3 it _—_ to 
I 3 them 
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them great Droughts and Barrenneſs of the Earth ; as alſo, great 
Plagues they are threatned with, great Calamity by Fire, the Sword, 
Uproars, Tumults, Murthers, Grievous Contentions and Dwarrelling, 
and depoſition of many Noble Princes and Rulers from their Honours 
and Dignities, without hope of reſtitution 3 Death and DeſtruQtion 
to others, Rome, many or moft of them, theſe Enormities are threat- 
ned; . then certainly you Princes of Itzly, anJ alſo the Roman Pontifex, 
or Conclave of Cazdinals of the See if Rome, will all of you find 
great and moſt grievous Diſtempers in your Government, and ſo will 
many People and Nations be ſubje& to the Fiery Triplicity, There 
(hall alſo be great Rents and Schiſms amongſt the Religious Orders of 
Monks, Fryars, Jeſuits Þ (o likewiſe ſhall there be _— thoſe of 
diffcrent Judgments, call them by what name you pleaſe 3 in the hi- 
gure of the Full Moon, - preceding the firſt ConjunCtion, we find all 
the Planets above the Earth, the Moon excepted; this doth denote 
that what is pretended by this ConjunCtion, will break out in a ſhore 
time of the Conjun&ion it ſelf, upon the Cufp of the 1oth, Houſe, 
we find Scorpio and Mars Lord thereof in the 8th. and the Conjundti- 
on is in,®xertile to the very degree thereof. Now the 10th. Houle 
ſignifies all Magiſtrates (viz.) Kings, Princes, Governours of Towns 
and Cities, (viz.) Majors, Baylifts, all Captains and Conductors in 
War, likewiſe all Juſtices of the Peace, all theſe ſhall tind great trou- 
- ble in their place and Office, ſome of them (hall exerciſe Tyranny o- 
ver them they are to rule, and by that means cauſe their Subjects to 
rebel, and by that means bring themſelves and poſterity to great de- 
- ſtrution, others of them will at bzyond their Legal Power, and by 
that means bring themſelves under the laſh of the Law of the Coun- 
trey wherein they live, and ſhall end their days by publick Juſtice, 
others they will end their days by Plagues, others will end their davs 
by Famine, and others by Gun-ſhot: In ſhort there will be a great 
rout of ſuch men, repreſented by the 10th. Houſe, 

Upon the Cuſp of the 1 1th. Houſe, we find Mars and Venus there- 
in, and Mars cafting off his Square to Sagitarizs out of the $th. the 
Houſe of death. 

As to Kings and Rulers of Countries, the 11th. repreſents their 
Aſſociates, Councellors, Allies, their Treaſure, Ammunition, Sol- 
diery, now Mars being Lord of the 1oth, and being. placed in the 
Sth. in Quartile, to the 11th. Houſe, from which may be conjectu- 
red, that the Princes of the Earth ſhould grow. very ambitious, and 
ſhall waſt their Eſtates by War. 

If any one will be but pleaſed to inquire into Hiſtory, they will 
| find

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find that the Roman Empire had its riſe under the ConjunQion of S4- 
turn and Fupiter in Scorpio, and that was 45 years before the coming 
of Chriſt, and by reaſon of there being a triple Conjunction in the 
Sign Leo in Quartile to the Conjunfion that preceded the riſe of 
that Empire, from whence may be expected great calamity to befal 
that Empire, if not a final Cataſtrophe. 

About the year 1331, began the Ottomon Family, and that was un- 
der the GubernatfTorroFrEeomjmartonot Saturn and Jupiter in Gemini. 
Now is this Conjunction in Leo 1682,inSextil to that Conjundion pre- 
ceding the Riſe of the Ortoman Family, this ſhall cauſe that Monarch to 
thrive much, beſides he at this time hath very good direCions in his 
Nativity 3.and foraſmuch as the Conjun@ion tavours that mighty 
Prince, and afflicts the Roman Empire 3 therefore may it be conjectured 
that he (hall diſmember the Rowan Empire of ſome of his Territories 3 
and ſhall continue ſo doing for ſome years. 

If we conſider the 9th. there we find Libra 21 degrees, and the Sun 
in the 9th in his fall cppoſed by the Moon Lady of the 7th, and Venus 
Lady of the 9th. has lately been in Quartile of Mars. 

The 5th. ſignifies Religion, Pilgrimage, long Journeys or Voyages, 
Ceremonies,Sacritices,Faith,Clergy- men of all Sorts,Arts, and Sciences, 
the Law, it alſo fignifes learning in general, and all Church livings. 

That which is worth our taking notice of is the Comet that was 
ſeen in the Year 1680, when it came to be vilible over all Emrope, it 
was in Quartile to the degree of the 9th. as it the beginning of tron- 
ble ſhould fall upon matters of Faith, from whenoe may be conje&a- 
red that there ſhall be great perſecution to thoſe that are of a contrary 
opinion, to thoſe that are eſtabliſhed by authority,even to the undoing 
of many thouſands, this Comet had its firſt appearance mot far from 
the degrees of the 9th. and therefore all matters relating to the 'gth. 
mult ſuffer during the time of this Conjundion Operation, and for as 
much as the Comet was in Oppoſition of Saturn, when it appeared 
December.1 680. (hall there be great wrangling and great fewds, both 
about matters of Law, as of Divinity. 

If the Aſcendant repreſent the vulgar ſort of people, then doth the 
29, Houſe ſignifie their. wealth, upon which we tind Aquarizs arid 
the Dragons-Tail r.ot far from thence, and both Satwra- aud Jupiter 
are if Oppoſition to the ſecond allo, 

Now the ſecond Houſe ſignifieth Riches, Eſtate, Goods of Fortune, Money, 
Piate, Houſhold-fiuſt, Corn, Jewels, and is the proper perſonal eſtate of any man. 
Now this Conjunttion falling in Oppoſition to the ſecond Houſe, fignifies there ſhould 
be but ſmall buying and ſelling and as little enriching ones Eſtate. Notwithſtand- 
ing, many ſhall much defire 1r. I cannot but judg, from hence the ſudden undo- 
ing of many a-man by Rapine, Thievery, Taxes legal or illegal, there will great 
impoveriſhment ro the and Igheritance of the Nobility, to the Clergy,; te 
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the Gentleman, to the Lawyer and the induſtrious M-rchant, and to the Yeo- 
men, and hard labouring Farmer, the Diurnal operating Labourer, the Curious 
or Idle Mechanick, the Collier, Tinker, and the moſt ſordid of all Profeſſions, 
except the Hangman. To the Merchant I divine great loſs by Piracies, Shipwracks, 
and by broken Credircrs, or Bankrupt Debtors: I cannot imagine by this Conjur- 
Aion, being in 0ppoſiton ro the ſecond, who, or what kind of man, or of what 
Natureand Profe(lion he ſhall be of, that in theſe Turbulent Times (as theſe are 
like to be for ſome years aſter the firſt Corjuniom) ſhall either thrive or keep his 
 -own: And foraſmuch as the ſecond Houſe hath a fixed Signon it, and the Conjun- 
fion ir ſelf in a fixed Sign alſo, ſo ſhall be the means whereby men ſhall be im- 
poveriſhed. He that is rich to day, is not certain to abound to morrow, he that 
kept Servants this month, may be a Servant or a Slave himſelf the next. An Uni- 
verſal Poverty in Eſtate, in Cattel, Corn, and what not; atime uncomfortable 1 
ſce, for ſome ſucceeding years, bad to all, good to few. | 

If the renth ſignifies Kings in'gzneral, yon ſhall find Mars but ih a dejeRed 
condition, in the 8th. and worfſt of all, he is in tile to the 11th. that Ggnifies 
the ſupport of Princes. 

With what difficulty, labour, and diſcontent, ſhall che Grandees of the World 
have to ſupply their neceſſary diſburſinents for part of the years zllotred ro the 
concluſion of this Conjunfion : In the next place if we make Zupiter the general 
Significator of the Nobility, Gentry, Epiſcopacy, Lawyers, ' Prelacy is from 7upi- 
ter, Munkery from Saturn ; ſo that Cloiſters of Fryars, as well as Benefices of Bi- 
ſhops, will ſmart, and come ſhort of their Revenves. 

If you will know by whom this fhall be, Mars being Lord of the oth. points Au- 
thority and ſtrong-hand by the Souldiers, the Dragons-tail denoteth vulgar Per- 
ſons, Clowns, day-labourers, Vagabond fellows, their own Tenants as forward as 
any body, for what either the Souldier Regal commands, or Magiſtracy leaves the 
Peaſant, will in time lay hold of the reſt. Guido Bonatus tells us, that 1f Jupiter be 
corporeally joyned to Saturn,men do their ations ſilently clocking all their a&i- 
ons with Religion, with an appearance of Fideliry and Obſervaiton of the com- 
mands of Juſtice, ſhall this Age be peſtered ; with ſuch ſort of theſe men thar 
ſhall pretctd Juſtice and Law and rob men of their Rights and Eſtates, it will be ſo. 

Procus in Pto!.7 1.fol. Tells us that an Artiſt is not ſatisfied in knowing whether 
the thing ſignified by a Conjurion, be good or bad, unleſs he know the Propriety 
or Quality (viz) what manner of thing fhall be good or cvil, in the figure of the 
Full Moon preceding this Conjundtion Saturn and Jupiter, hath the greateſt pre- 
rogatire, and according to Cardanus S'g HE t. When two Planets rule, the 
mT” fhall be mixed and raken.from them both, but when the Lord of the 

gure is joyned with him, or to either, he ſhall obtain principal Dominion. ARi- 
ons ſignified by Saturn and Jupiter, ſhall give us the moſt emigentdireRions in our 
Judgmear. I ſay-then Seturs for his part, according to Eſcxidus fol.13. harh ſignifi- 
catjon-to ſome matters already begun to Sets mutation, in the courſe of Worldly 
Ringdoms,and wha:-ever may require long rime ere it be finiſhed ; Satarn denoreth 
much decay in Trade, and Tillage, and Haſbindry, much loſs to thoſe” that deal 
in Minerals, and ſo in Coal-Mines, Tin or Lead, for it's probable, either the Banks 
ſhall fall in, or elſe be over-flown wich water, it alſo denoteth, that they ſhall 
have more Datnps than formerly, which ſhall deſtroy a great many of the Work- 
men, alſo great deſtru&ion to Fruits produced, or growing out of the Earth, or 
hindrance 1n ſuch Commodiries that are gotout of the Bowels of the Earth, many 
Towns and curious buildings ſhall be levelled with the ground,for the Conjun#tion 
is in Quartile to the ath. Houſe, a general Tribulation amongſt all men, the Priſons 
0” full of Propie, hundreds of Pt undone by unjuſt and itregularities of proceeding 
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of ſome Men in Authority, extream perplexities afflicting the minds 
moſt Men,many deſirous,but few ſhall be able to preſervea com- 
petency to ſubſiſt with afl, & according to'Prol. in 2. Quadripart. fol. 
99. there ſhall be great ſcarcity of grain, penury and great waſt, or 
want of thoſe things, are molt neceffary for our Food and living, 
it makes a Dearth and Scarcity of Beaſt, Oxen, Horſes znd Sheep, 
and fo contaminates the remainder left behind alive, that it breeds 
contagion in thoſe that eat or uſe them, At Sea commonly Ship- 
wracks and cruel Storms ſucceeds, hard Paſlages or evil Voyages 
for the Marchant. Ir pollutes the Body of Man with daily Diſeaſes, 
Conſumptions, dry Coughs, Moleſtation of the Humours, Fluxes, 
Quartat-Agues, Baniſhment by violence, great Poverty, Perplexities, 
Mournings , Fears polleſleth the generality of Mankind ; troubled 
Ayrs, thick Clouds, Darknefs, plentiful Froſt and Snow, in the year 
948. there was a Conjunttion in Saturn and Fupiter in Leo, and du- 
ring the influence of this ConjunCtion, there was ſuch thick Clouds, 
that for ſix Aſonths together, the Sun nor Aſoon did not ſhine, it 
was in the year of our Lord 966. It denotes alſo a very cold Seaſon, 
unſeaſonable Aſiſts and Fogs, many Apparitions in the Ayr, the 
colaur of the Elements changed, the Skies many times varying from 
the former, had ſights of Armed Men, People in the night extream- 
ly frighted with thoſe like Viſons, when theſe or the like appear, or 
are more frequent than ordinary, (wviz.) theſe ſtrange alterations 
in the Ayr, or in the Heavens ; in what part of the Heavens theſe do 
ariſe, or where they firſt appear, or over what part of Heaven they 
centinue Iongeſt let thoſe placesexpect vengeance ſudcenly to follow 
or elſe why did they appear. , : | 
Rigel 87 .*phoriſ. tells us , Kindled vapours fireamiig through 
the Ayr, whether in form of Comets or otherwile, points out hat 
Diſeaſes of an acute quality ; as alſo Wars, - and the difientions of 
- Kingdoms, but running here-and there and throngh all Parts, they 
demonſtrate an univerſal evil ; if the appearance be more in one 
quarter of Heaven then another, inthat eſpecially ſhall che extremt- 
ty of the ſignification be manifeſt, and not long after that, Famine 
or SCAICity. | 
If we conſiderthe natural ſignification of Fuziter in this ConjunCti- 
- on, We ſhall find according to the opinion of all Authors, that he 
ſgnifies naturally the Nobility of the beſt Rank and Quality, Judg- 
es of the Law, Eiſhops, and all forts of Clergy-men; as alſo Cities 
and Towns, Corporations, Subjects, Priviledges, Courts of Jufiice,

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obedience to Princes, Juſtice of Kings to their Subjects, Laws, Sta- 
tutes, Ordinances, Decrees ; but in this Conjunction he principally 
looks upon the Gentry, becauſe he is Lord of the 11th. -and in Leo, 
the houſe of the Sun, and is not far from the Cuſp of the 11th. from 
the oth. I fay all theſe ſorts of Men and things, muſt expect to ſuf. 
fer by this ConjunRion, becauſe he is in Conjunction with this en. 
vious Planet Saturn, in his detroment, and for as much as he is in 
Quartile to the Cuſp of the xoth. declares a deſention between ſome 
Prince of Exrope and his Gentry, the more becanſe near the time of 
the ConjunCtion the Sn is in Scorpio, a haſting to a Quarrile of the 
Conjunction it ſelf.

have great trouble and moleſtation, .if not a- final difolution, du- 
ring the time alotted for this Conjunctions influence, and ſo much 
for the general Judgment of the Conjunction of Saturn and Fupiter,

= in themſelves are not. only demonſtrative, and moſt 
rationally to be obſerved ; bur is alſo the Judgment'of the An- 
cient and [Modern Aftrologians; as may appear by theſe 
Aphoriſms following. -

revolution of the years of the World, or of a city, or of a 
Set, may'*ſt thou have the knowledge of future events; bur it 
behoveth theealſo ro conſider the direCtions of thoſe Radixes 
or beginnings.
